If | had a job of bridge building to 
be done any time, anywhere, efficient- 
ly and with record speed, I would call 
on a group of the Royal Canadian 
Engineers. 

It was my good fortune to see these 
fellows in action and doing a _ real 
construction job overseas. They work 
like demons.

Physically fit Canadians would be 
hard to find anywhere. 

Engineers Role—

The Eastern group from 
Montreal triumphed by the narrow 
margin of ten points. so the judges de- 
clared, although to us laymen it look- 
ed like a draw, so evenly did the two 
crews finish. 

Lt. Col. D. H. Storms, M.C., of Tor- 
onto, was in charge of the Bridge 
building competition. Formerly with 
the Storms Construction Company, he 
seems right at home at this type of 
work. His son is Lt. Peter, also with 
the Engineers overseas, and his 
daughter, Mrs Scandreth, is in Eng- 
land as a M. T. C. driver.

OTTAWA SPOTLIGHT 


By M. McDOUGALL 


(Weekly Review of National Affaire) | 


— 
Ottawa-_-__-_-_- There is clearly discern- 
ible in the capital these days a res- 
strained but mounting optimism. It 
permeates everything, this belief that 
though the road is still dark, and 
though there will undoutedly be _pit- 
falls and ambushes along the path that 
may daunt the spirit in the end victory 
cannot be denied to the great forces 
fighting for freedom, A degree of suc- 
cess such as achieved in North Africa 
and near Stalingrad certainly helps to 
bolster morale. The best possible in- 
chance against the possibility that the 
United Nations could ever surrender 
has been the knowledge that defeat 
means slavery. It has also helped the 
fighting spirit to have aims of the Al- 
lied Nations formulated in such an- 
nouncements as the Atlantic Charter. 
but any elixir to help morale is much 
improved by a few drops of genuine 
military success. To these drops 
pretty substantial ones have been ad- 
ded. At the same time no drops of 
complacency have been put into the 
mixture. There is no place for them. 
Manpower Disputes 
It is very unlikely that the govern- 
ment is going to be stumped for long 
by the row over the manpower admin- 
istration. The resignation of Dlliot 
Little, director of national selective 
service. good man though he was, is 
“water under the dam.” No branch of 
the war effort, particularly such an im- 
portant one as the distribution of man- 
power, can remain idle and the coun- 
try has been assured that the machine- 
ry will continue to turn. Through a 
new order-in-council the powers of the 
Wartimes Prices Board to curtail non- 
essential industry and thus _ release 
men for war industry have been in- 
creased and clarified. This means a 


| 


new drive in this extremely difficult 
branch of the manpower administra- 
tion. For the rest, we may be assured 
that full and immediate consideration 
is being given to the much-discussed 
memorandum given by Mr. Little on 
the eve of his resignation, and that 
anything of genuine value in it will be 
adopted. The solution of the man- 
power question is not a matter of the 
moment but of the present age crisis. 
It is not a question of dispute between 
two men. Itisa part of the pattern 
of the whole allied effort. 


Navy Week 

There was a time not so many years 
ago, when the Canadian Navy was al- 
most a subject of jest. It was not that 
the Canadian seamen were not the 
equal of any but the navy was so small 
a Tom Thumb Fleet with a permanent 
force of 2.000 men and six destroyers. 
The three years of war have brought 
about a decided change and now for the 
first time in its history Canada has be- 
come a naval power, a worthy junior 
partner of the British navy and joint 
legatee in its traditions. There are 
now 50,000 men and over 500 ships in 
the naval branch of the service. There 
are no ships larger than a destroyer in 
the Canadian navy, bu t destroyers, 
corvettes, min esweepers and  sub- 
chasers have been doing a fine job in 


'convoying men and materials of war 


on the high seas. They helped in the 
expedition to North Africa and to tle 
Aleutians. They have no permanent 
address; they may be found practical- 
ly anywhere. The men of the navy 
and merchant marine came from all 
parts of Canada, from prairies as well 
as from Eastern and Western towns 
and villages and Canadians have every 
confidence in their brave men of the 
sea, who seem to have something of 
the brooding, sombre silence of the 
ocean in their eyes, and plenty of guts 
in their alimentary canals. 

With the approach of Christmas, the 
Canadian people have been pleased to 
learn that a special Christmas parcel 
is being sent to each Canadian prison- 
er of war in enemy hands. The Brit- 
ish and Australians are also sending 
parcels to their men, The Internation- 
al Red Cross have helped to arrange 
the delivery of the gifts. At the Yule- 
tide season the thoughts of all Canadi- 
ans will be with those who through the 
fortunes of battle are tmporarily in 
enesy hands and in those thoughts will 
be the hope that it will not be long be- 
fore they are released by the victory 
of the United Nations.

Much hope for the future establish- 


ment of permanent peace is found in 
the careful reading of the following 
News Report which appeared in a re- 
cent issue of an outstanding religious 
Journal. I quote; 

“Children and youth of all churches 
are asked by the American Friends 
Service Committee to express their 
friendship for the 50,000 American 
children and youth of Japanese des- 
cent who are interned for the dura- 
tion of the war in government reloca- 
tion centres in the west. Each is asked 
to give one inexpensive gift for a 
child his own age. up to junior col- 
lege age. Costing 25 to 50 cents, gifts 
should range from toy autos and 
small dolls to cosmetics, books, games 
and tools. No military toys are desir- 
ed. 

To insure that these gifts shall de- 
velop friendships, and be in the spirit 
of Christmas, inside each gift a card 
should be placed with name, address 
and age of the giver. Wrappings 
should be colourful. To the outside is 
to be tied, or pinned a removable tag 


stating what is inside, whether for boy | 


or girl and of what age.” 

Nothing that I have seen in print 
recently has given me more genuine 
satisfaction. In no other way can the 
Christmas message be made real and 
understood by others, nor can any 
other spiritual foundations be laid up- 
on which the future can build a “Pal- 
ace of Permanent Peace.” All other 
roads are merely a circular pathway 
always leading from armistice to war 
on to peace, so-called, which is only 
another armistice leading to another 
war. 

To destroy the body of an enemy 
does not destroy the enmity that 
made him an enemy. It merely cre: 
ates new enmities by creating in the 
hearts of his real friends new hatred, 
bitterness and resentment which are 
the spiritual components of enmity. 
This gesture of Good-Will surely will 
go far to establish understanding and 
make for peaceful and profitable re- 
jationship among the different nat- 
ionalties. 

Here are hands of friendship laden 
with Christmas cheer, reaching ac- 
ross the barb wire entanglements of 
the internment camps; what will they 
achieve? That they may be wounded 
because of the barb wire is quite con- 
ceivable for there have always been 
those who cry for the blood of the 
mediating redeemers. They crucify 
the peace-making Christ. But notwith- 
standing all this, they will surely help 
to smother the flame of resentment 
kindled by the internment of these 
American born descendants of Japan- 
ese parents. It is always the fires of 
resentment and the smarting sting of 
injustice, real or imaginary, that 
breaks forth into the flaming hell of 
conflict. 


Our Great Master knew this. His 
teaching lays down the only great 
principle which the Christian can 


rightfully use to destroy enmity. It is 
by the pathway of turning an enemy 
into a friend; by the exercise’ of 
great and sincere Good-Will; the 
manifestation of a sincere, genuine, 
kindly helpful interest in his welfare 
before conflict breaks out. Only out- 
standing deeds of mercy and love can 
destroy enmity and breed good-will. 
This was the Master’s way if turning 
an enemy into a friend. Correctly 
translated, that is the import of the 
Angelic Christmas Message - “Peace 
on Earth among men of good-will.” 
It means going the second mile, or 
third mile, in loving helpfulness. 

The Creator of “Boys Town” said; 
“There are no BAD boys, only boys

with BAD training.” His remarkable 
success gives proof of the wisdom o} 
that approach. After thirty years as 
a Christian minister I would say— 
There is no normal human heart that 
will not make a favourable response 
to a genuine bid for real friendship 
so long as it has reason to believe the 
approach to be made and motivated 
for unselfish purposes. It is the al- 
most universal unchristian  selfish- 
ness and self-seeking that has made 
other people and nations look for mot- 
ives of selfishness and deceit in ev- 
ery approach of the past. Lack ot 
trust and absence of faith in the “ood- 
Will each of the other, as has been 
the case in the past, must always lead 
to the breakdown of friendships. 
Unless we set about to build peace 
upon the foundation of kindly, mutual 
sympathy and helpfulness, searching 
for the redeeming and not for the 
condemming traits each in the other, 
It cannot be built at all. No man, nor 
nation will ever arrive at the gateway 
to the Palace of Permanent Peace by 
any other road but that marked out 
by our Prince of Peace, our Great

been sufficient to meet the 


greatly increased demands, t 


e situation does not 


constitute an emergency; nor is it as serious as some people seem to think. There 
are two main causes for these temporary and local shortages: 


For the past year we have been consistently using 
10% to 15% more butter than in normal times— 


with consequent disturbance to the distribution 
of our butter supplies. 


Many people have been buying more butter than 
they currently need. 


The limited nature of the present shortage is shown by the fact that if every home 


would reduce its consumption of butter by only one ounce per person per week (for 
the average home this means a quarter of a pound a week) —or if we reduced our 
national consumption to the peacetime rate—the shortage would soon disappear. 


There is no Reason for Panic Buying 


It is unpatriotic and unnecessary for housewives to rush out to beat their neigh- 
bours to the nearest grocery store. Butter will not be rationed to meet the present 
situation. Butter production is actually above 
normal for this time of year. The Board itself is 
taking special action which it is believed will 
speedily restore normal supplies in retail stores.
